GSA VEHICLE CRASH
CLAIMS ONE SOLDIER’S
LIFE

A 15" Sustainment Brigade, 1% Armored Division, Fort Bliss, Texas, Soldier died
from injuries sustained in a Government Owned Vehicle crash that occurred on 27
April 2015 at approximately 1100 local on Fort Bliss. The 23-year-old PFC was
departing the Railhead in his 2002 Saab while on duty when he was struck by an
Army GSA pickup at an intersection. The Soldier was at a stop sign prior to turning
left onto the street into the path of the GSA truck. He was wearing his seatbelt and
was pronounced deceased at the local AMC.

This is categorized as an AOV accident and is the 15t AOV Class A fatal accident in
FY15 compared to 1 for the same time frame in FY14. This PLR does not identify
specific root causes of this incident as the investigation is ongoing. Further details
